Mr. Morgan said, in a prepared 
Statement, that he informed the Aus- 
trian commission his firm was ready 
to act when the time was ripe for 
making the issue to be divided among 
the lending countries of the world. 

Mr. Morgan declared his firm stood 
ready to undertake the work because 
it believed the bonds to be well se- 
cured and because it marked a step to- 
ward improving business conditions of 
the world.

PERSPIRATION. 

Sweating is a very unladylike func- 
tion and no gentleman would ever be 
caught at it, according to some maga- 
zines, 

Be that as it may a man has to do 
Some sweating somehow somewhere to 
keep as well as can be expeeted and 
as thin as symmetry demands, It is 
all very well for a man to live by his 
wits, which means to let somebods 
else sweat for bim, as Lom Sawyer 
whitewashed bis aunt's fence, pro- 
vided one arranges a time and place 
in one’s daily program to do a little 
sweating. This duty of sweating is 
like wearing suspenders, A man 
doesn’t wear his suspenders in an ob- 
trusive manner, nor affect garish 
colors any more, but he may wear 
‘em when he is fully dressed, with an 
air of quiet assurance. 

Tt used to be quite the fashion, and 
still is, to visit a bath or some such 
place and have a vicarious or passive 
sweat to “sweat the poisons out.”

tive to the study of physiology in 
school. .Qne may sweat and sweat, 
through artificial stimulation, but it is 
just water with a pinch of salt, moth- 
ing in the nature of poison. The 
fancied benefit obtained from such 


'sweating is imaginary, or due to rest 
-and sleep, certainly vot attributable 


to the elimination of any poison. 
Active sweating is a different story. 
[ do not mean-to say that when one 
sweats through physical activity there 
iS any appreciable amount of pvison 
or waste watter of any kind elimi- 
nated. But active sweating is associ- 
ated with a marked increase in metab- 


‘olism, the internal combustion or ox- 


idation process, that assuredly does 
burn up and render innocuous a con- 
siderable amount of retained waste 
matter which might otherwise act as 
a poison in the system.

work, play or exercise, to start active

Thirteen Persons, Including 
Producer, Convicted De- 
spite Shakespeare Plea. 


New York, May 23.—Thirteen per- 
sons, including the cast and Henry 
Weinberger, producer of the play “God 
of Vengeance.” were convicted by a 
jury today of producing an immoral 
show. 

The jury deliberated less than two 


bours. 

Rudolph Sehildkraut, noted Vien- 
nese actor who played the leading 
role; Miss Virginia McFadden and 
James Meighan, three members of 
the cast of twelve, all of whom were 
convicted, were not present when the 
verdict was announced. 

The entire cast with Weinberger, 
was indicted several months ago under 
a section of the state penal laws. 

Judge John P. McIntyre, who tried 
the case, said he would not be severe 
in imposing sentence. The maximum 
penalty, it was said, is three years in 
prison or a fine of S500. 

Weinberger, who conducted the de- 
fense, cited plays from Shakespeare 
aud others in his contention that the 
performance was not indecent or sala- 
cious and that it taught a moral les- 
son.
